TWO PRISONERS. 


The English government has again begun 


the business of arresting men whose crime 
Li that they love Ireland. This has hap- 
pened before, and more than likely we have 
not yet seen the last ot it. By order of 
"Bloody Balfour" John Dillon and William 
O'Brien were locked up as common crimi- 
nals last Thursday. It seems that these 
men had advised Irish tenants In certain 
localities to refuse payment of rent this 
year. They were about to give the same 
advice to others; and the landlords, fearful 
that they would lose their rent, prevailed 
upon Balfour to imprison the commoner 
and the editor. 


To properly estimate the action of Dillon 


and O'Brien yon must know that in parts of 
Ireland now the people stand face to face 
with famine. There h«s been a widespread 
failure of tbe potato crop. Under the rule 
that has so far prevailed, this means starva- 
tion for the Irish people. Under the rule 
which Dillon and O'Brien would introduce, 
It would mean only a curtailment ot the 
landlord's pocket money. The question is, 
shall the landlords swell around creation 
like nabobs while the people go through the 
pangs of death by starvation, or shall the 
landlords remain comparatively quiet for a 
year and gire the pttople a chauee to pull 
through on half rations? 


It must be understood that the people of 


Ireland raise more than a potato crop. 
They 
probably 
try 
their 
hands 
at 


everything 
that 
can 
be 
raised 


to advantage on their soil. But these other 
crops are s.ild to pay the high rents. When 
th* potatoes fail, there is only that left 
which will pay the rent. The peaple are 
expected to sell this, hand the money over 
to the la'.dlords, and ihen go back to watch 
their families starve. 


This hituation has not now presented 


itself for the first time in Irrlaud. During 
the great famine of nearly half a century 
ago, that cost the lives of millions of Irish 
people, it is said that the countiy exported 
enough of food products to feed everyone of 
its people. But those exports were made 
to prosure money to pay the rent. The re- 
sult was disastrous to the people, but very 
easy on the landlords. 


DHlon and O'Brien now say that the 


people who do the work shall first be fed, 
and that the landlords shall not gather all 
the fruits of others' toll and leave them to 
starva For saying this they are thrown 
Into prison. It se in-, that the prisoners 
have done no more than advise an enforce- 
ment of what has Deen called the first law- 
self preservation. 


If the tory government of England would 


beat down the supremacy of that law, It 
will have to do more than throw two men 
Into jail. The tenant farmers have got 
along where they are prepared to think 
that the man who labors is entitled to a 
living out of the profits of his toil. And 
you cant take this thought away from them 
by pointing to prison doors. 
You can 


think Inside the English prison as well as 
on 
the 
outside; 
and 
when 
there 


U 
famine 
in 
the 
land 
yon 
will 


fare as well on the Inside, And then tbe 
prison has no terrors when there Is only 
starvation to be found on tbe outside. 


We may conclude that the Irish tenant 


will continue to refuse to sell the last stone 
weight ot wheat and barley there Is In the 
house to get money to pay rent. That ten- 
ant Is a good deal wiser now than was bis 
forefather 50 years ago. Ton may send on 
yonr constables to seize by force the last 
crust, but it will take force to do tbe work. 
They may keep Dillon and O'Brien In 
prison for six months, but tbe thought they 
•poke will continues i live among the ten- 
ants just tbe same.
